E have Advice, that Thamas Kouli Kan, Ge- 
\ neral of the Troops of Perfia, after having 
hitherto performed the Funétions, has, at length, 
taken the Title of the Sovereign of that Kingdom, and 
caufed himfelf to be recognized Sophi or King, to the 
Prejudice of King Thamas, whole Indolence, Efte- 
minacy, and blind Credulity reduced him to the 
fhameful Neceffity of abandoning the Throne of his 
Anceftors. This Prince is ftill confined ina Caiflle 
of Perfia. ‘Thamas Kouli-Kan’s Behaviour, in order 
to attain to this Advancement, fhews that he is a re- 
fined Politician ; for "tis faid, that after he had, by 
clofetting the great Men of the Kingdom, made fure 
of their Confent, he fummoned them to a General 
Afflembly at Ifpahan, wherein he pretended a Defire 
to lay down the Poft of Generaliflimo, and his other 
Employments, in order to lead a private Life: But 
the Grandees of the Kingdom, with whom every 
thing had been pre-concerted, exprefled their Grati- 
tude for his Services, and for every thing he had 
done for Perfia, and not only intreated him to con- 
tinue to promote the Glory of the Kingdom, but alfo 
toaccept the Crown and the Dignity of the Sophi; 
and Kouli-Kan, who fignified his Confent, faid, it 
was only owing to their Sollicitations. In what 
Manner foever the General proceeds, it may be faid, 
that his great Qualities render him worthy of a 
Throne.” 
The Baron de Schulenbourg the Danifh Minifter at 
the Court of France, having prefented a Memorial to 
that Court, and made it a common Caufe with the 
Minifters of the other Proteftant Powers, for revoking 
the 4th Article of the Treaty of Ryfwick, M. Chau- 
velin, the Keeper of the Seals, made a Declaration 
upon this Head, which has given very great Pleafure to 
the Dyet of Ratisbon. He faid, ‘ That they muft ex- 
. to find the King his Mafter as zealous for the 
Intereits of his Religion as the Proteftant Powers can 
poffibly be for theirs ; that confequentially it was not 
natural for his Majefty to employ himfelf in carrying 
on an Affair which is moreover purely within the 
furifdiction of the Empire: That all the King could 
do would be not to make any fort of Oppofition 
to the Demand of the Proteftant Powers ; to which 
his Majefty would the rather be ingaged by the Confi- 
deration of that unanimous Concurrence with which 
the Stases of the Empire, particularly thofe of the 
Proteftant Religion, approved of the Preliminaries of 
the Peace; and that as the Demand in Queftion, far 
from being contrary to the Peace of Weltphalia, is 
relative to it in fome Sort, his Majefty would have 
fill the lefs Reafon to oppofe it.’ 
They write from Petersburg that Count Munich 
having held a Council of War at Afoph, has refolved 
to leave his Army fome time longer in that Camp, 
becaufe the Tartars have laid all the Country Waite to 
30 Leagues from Precop, and in order to favour the 
Building of fome Ships that are begun at the Mouth of 
the Don in the Black Sea to form a Squadron. °
